Close Place Open 
But Few Hpurs 


No Indication of Any 
Change in Attitude 
of Executive 


i Quarters of a new "foolproof” 
chain letter scheme, opened early 
today at 605 North Main street, 
were raided at 1:30 p. m. today by 
city and county authorities. 

All employes of the place were 
arrested on charges of conspiracy 
and attempt to defraud. 

Conducting the raid were Dis¬ 
trict Attorney S, B. Kaufman, City 
Attorney L. W. Blodgett, Sheriff 
Logan Jackson and Detective- 
Lieutenant Charles Wolford of the 
police department. 

The “10-for-one prosperity” 
scheme—the dollar plan—had 
drawn hundreds of customers be¬ 
fore the authorities staged their 
raid. 

The system, as explained by a 
"money taker” at the first desk 
was simply this: 

You enter and lay $1.05 on the 
counter, 

Your name and address are 
taken by a clerk and turned over 
to a mailing clerk. 

\vben nine more persons have 
gone through a similar procedure, 
your name and address are writ¬ 
ten on an envelope which contains 
$10. and this is mailed to you, 
“Supposed” to Make $9 

The additional 5 cents is charged 
by the management to "cover 
mailing and other expenses,” ac¬ 
cording to the explanation given a 
reporter for The Journal by the 
“money taker,” who, incidentally, 
politely declined to give his name 
or tiie names of the other five per¬ 
sons employed at the place. 

"Do you guarantee that a per¬ 
son who pays a dollar will get $10 
in return?” the man was asked. 

“Well, we can't guarantee it, but 
he is supposed to make a profit 
of $9,” was the reply.

Representative Patman (D., 
Tex.), author of the bill, accom¬ 
panied the steering committee to 
the white house and outlined the 
points in the mimeographed state¬ 
ment left with the president. 

Opening Declaration 

It began with the declaration 
that two points could be shown: 

' i . That each veteran who 
holds an adjusted service certi¬ 
ficate Is entitled to an amount 
at this time equivalent to the 
full face or maturity value of 
the certificate, although It is 
payable Jail.

DALLAS, Texas, Monday, May 
20. UP )—A path of death and de¬ 
struction was left today by flood 
and tornadoes which swept across 
parts of Texas and Oklahoma over 
the week-end. 

Thirteen persons were dead, sev¬ 
eral were missing and scores were 
injured as the floods and storms 
caused damage unofficially esti¬ 
mated at more than $2,000,000 to 
highways, bridges, railroads, crops, 
livestock, business buildings and 
homes. 

Oklahoma streams receded yes¬ 
terday as skies cleared. 

Streams in Texas, including the 
Red River, the Trinity, the Brazos, 
the Little, the Guadalupe and the 
Colorado, continued on a rampage, 
but dangers of further rises, un¬ 
less more rain fell, apparently had 
passed. 

Flood waters of Turkey Creek 
and the north fork of the Red 
river near Altus, Okla., caused 
heavy damages and at least three 
persons were killed in that section. 
Three persons whose bodies had 
been recovered were Mrs. Claude 
Gowens, Jessie Reid, Negro woman 
and her 4-year-old daughter. 

Ten Killed 

Ten persons were killed in Texas. 
Mrs J. P. Pickerell and Police 
Chief Bill Garland of Burkbumett, 
weie killed when the motor truck 
in which they were riding crashed I 
through a bridge over the Red 
river. Others known to have been 
in the machine when it plunged 
into the stream were Mrs. E. O. 
Reaves and J. M. Audrian of Burk- 
burnett J. P. Pickerell, driver of 
the auto, was rescued last night 
on an island nine miles down the 
river. 

Others dead in Texas were: 

Oscar Gilbert, Belott, killed in a 
twister; Mr. and Mrs. J. P. Phil¬ 
lips, Timpson, fatally injured in a 
tornado; George Crenshaw, 
Weches, killed in a storm; Gregg 
Spencer and daughter, Negro 
Weldon, killed in a cyclone; 
Charles Ingle, Waco, drowned 
when he fell off a bridge; Henry 
Daniels, Dallas, drowned. 

Worst Storms 

The worst of the storms hit 
North, Central and East Texas, 
twisters destroying business houses 
and homes, and swollen streams 
battering down bridges, inundat¬ 
ing farm lands and sweeping away 
livestock. 

Railway and bus service was 
suspended on several lines and 
highway traffic was completely 
cut off in some sections because 
of high water and damaged 
bridges.

Increased efficiency and economy 
in the operation of the county’s 
fleet of 100 automobiles, trucks 
and tractors is expected to result 
from a regular diagnosis of each 
vehicle recently ordered by the 
board of supervisors, according to 
Supervisor W. C. Jerome, who has 
charge of the county garage. This 
diagnosis, he said, is made through 
analysis of the lubricating oil after 
it has been drained from the crank 
case. 

Recently the board entered into 
a test contract with a Los Angeles 
scientist whereby the county pays, 
at the rate of $1 per car, per 
month for regular analysis of oil 
from each vehicle. It is claimed 
that motor trouble can be dis¬ 
covered, through traces of metal 
in the used oil, long before the 
mechanic or driver suspects that 
the car is not functioning prop¬ 
erly.

THE VALUE OF A GOOD TOOL 

I N its news columns, The Journal today is publishing a 
brief report from Ventura of that city’s experiences in 
dropping the form of government under which Santa Ana 
operates and substituting a council-manager charter. This 
is of interest because of a suggestion discussed last week 
before a local service club that Santa Ana consider the 
adoption of a charter. 

One principle should be borne clearly in mind in all 
thought on this subject. It is: A form of government is 
important, but it is less important than the personnel 
which administers the government. 

In other words, high grade officials can make a suc¬ 
cess of running, we’ll say, a city or a county even when 
the governmental machinery of that city or county is 
pretty faulty. And crooked or weak officials will make 
a bad mess of running a city or a county even if a perfect 
form of government has been set up for them to operate 
through. The form of government is a tool; it may be 
used wisely and effectively, or badly. 

Any student of government can demonstrate in a half 
hour that our California county set-up is regrettably un¬ 
scientific, cumbersome and costly, if not downright obso¬ 
lete. So, also with the city-of-the-fifth-class form under 
which Santa Ana is governed. Yet, because we have had 
a very high average sort of men holding the offices under 
those governments, we in Santa Ana and Orange county 
have enjoyed a reasonably satisfactory kind of local 
government. 

That is not to say, of course, that equally good men 
working under a better form of government would not do 
a still better job. The Journal believes they would, and 
that we would be wise to give thought to a city charter, 
not in any hurried fashion, but studiously and observantly. 

ARGUMENTS DEVELOP FACTS 

R ECENTLY the big question in San Francisco was: 

“What color are we going to paint the new bay 
bridge?” The newspapers were full of it, and people 
stopped and argued about it on street corners. 

Some wanted it black and some wanted it silver. 
Others wanted it blue, red, purple, white, gray or what 
have you. There were still others who, tired of arguing 
about simple colors, suggested compromising on cambina- 
tions, with the result that there are regular silver-and- 
black, blue-and-white or gray-and-blue blocs all over 
town. 

This sort of thing takes people’s minds off their trou¬ 
bles. Other towns have similar arguments. San Diego 
works up a sweat every time the Los Angeles Chamber 
o': Commerce annexes Lower California or the Coronado 
L: lands. Santa Barbara, Balboa and Santa Monica have 
a great time arguing who’s going to play host to those 
people affluent enough to own yachts. For a long time, 
i he eastern end of Ventura county had a set-to with the 
western end as to whether the Maricopa road would be 
built. Business men and property owners in Santa Ana 
rad Orange worried for some time whether through traf¬ 
fic should be routed on the Santa Ana cut-off or through 
Grange. 

These ding-dong battles about what must seem—to 
outsiders—trivial affairs, are in reality fine indications 
of the interest folks take in their home towns. Out of all 
the argument there comes facts, and from facts usually 
there emerges something of lasting good. 

As long as we are willing to battle furiously and 
cheerfully about what's going on at home, there’ll be no 
need to worry about the vitality of the nation.

Furthemore, narcolesps y has 
been found asociated with certain 
other symptoms in which there 
was no evident structural change 
or involvement of the nervous sys¬ 
tem. 

In this latter type of case it has 
been thought that narcolepsy rep¬ 
resents a psychologiv regression— 
the attacks of sleep serving as a 
means of escape from unpleasant 
reality, 

While the narcoleptic seizures of 
long duration arouse deep public 
interest, those of shorter duration 
are of equal medical interest. "At¬ 
tacks of sleep” may last from a 
few minutes to hours, months or 
years, and may occur at any time 
of the day and under al kinds of 
circumstances. One patient is re¬ 
ported to have fallen asleep while 
riding a bicycle. 

The depth of the sleep varies 
from full relaxation of muscle 
tone to borderline stages of som¬ 
nolence. There is no specific 
treatment for narcolepsy, though 
recently ephedrine has been report¬ 
ed to have been of value In some 
cases. 


The Sleeping Beauty of fairy 
tale fame has her counterpart in 
the world of reality, and the story 
which tells of the princess awak¬ 
ened by the Prince Charming has 
more than passing psychologic 
significance. 

In medicine the condition of pro¬ 
longed somnolence is called narco¬ 
lepsy, the term being derived from 
the Greek word narcosis, meaning 
benumbing, anl lepsls, meaning a 
seizure. 

Narcolepsy is not a rare condi¬ 
tion. In a recent survey of med¬ 
ical literature, 270 cases were 
found recorded. A study of these 
cases and the literature surround¬ 
ing them reveals that narcolepsy 
is not looked upon as a disease 
but rather as a symptom which 
may occur in a variety of disease 
conditions. 

Attacks of narcolepsy have been 
observed following cases of in¬ 
flammation of the brain, subse¬ 
quent to head injuries and cere¬ 
bral concussion. Narcolepsy has 
been witnessed in cases of brain 
tumors, in hardening of the blood 
vessels of the brain, and in other 
conditions.
